Our ac- 
tion will be directed only against those 
who come armed. However great may 
be our indignation, we must behave as 
@ cultured and civilized people, espe- 
clally now, when the most powerful 
nations of Europe are behaving like 
real savages. I counsel great prudence 
in order not to abandon our rights, the 
justice of our cause and our reputa- 
tion. 

“The good name of Venezuela must 
remain always secure, whatever emer- 
gencies may arise in the struggle. If 
we fail, it will be gloriously and 
heroically, but I assure you that our 
country will be saved, because the Su- 
preme Being above, who sees and di- 
rects all, cannot abandon us fn this 
fatal emergency, justice and right be- 
ing on our side. 

“I, who never trembled before dan- 


joyfully sacrifice my life for the honor 
and dignity of the nation. I require 
great circimspection, prudence and 
even cordiality, so that strangers resi- 
dent in ovr country, Americans, Ital- 
jans, French. Spaniards, and even the 
Germans and English, may be the first 
to proclaim in the face of the world 
that Venezuela is a cultured and civi- 
lized nation.”

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
PUERTO CABELLO, Saturday, Dec. 
13.—[By South American Cable.) The 
British cruiser Charybdis and the Ger- 
man cruiser Vineta bombarded the fort- 
ress here at 5 o'clock this afternoon, 
and quickly silenced it. The bombard- 
ment lasted for forty-five minutes. The 
fortress is composed of Fort Solano 
the Castle Libertador. After the firing 
ceased, the Charybdis sent marines to 
occupy the castle. The fortress was al- 
most demolished. It is probable that 
only a few persons were injured by the 
shelling. The commander of Castle 
Libertador has been taken prisoner. The 
cruisers are still here. 

At 7 o'clock this morning the Charyb- 
dis and the Vineta arrived here, search- 
ing for Venezuelan gunboats. The two 
cruisers sent their boats into the In- 
ner port, but finding no gunboats, the 
boats returned. The captain of the

Death 
was due to heart failure, Mrs. Grant 
having suffered for years from valvu- 
lar disease of the heart, which was 
aggravated by a severe attack of 
bronchitis. Her age prevented her ral- 
lying from the attacks. : 

Her daughter, Nellie Grant Sartorts, 
Was the only one of her children with 
her at the time of her death, her three 
sons, who had been summoned here, 
all being out of the city. 

SKETCH OF HER LIFE.

SAN FR isco, Dec. 14.—[#xclu- 
sive Dispatch} Mrs. Juiia Dent Grant, 
who died in Washington tonight, was 
born in St. Leuis in 1826. She was. the 
daughter of Frederick and Ellen Dent 
Soon after her graduation from board- 
ing schol she met and captured thx 
heart of the then Lieut. Grant, who Was 
stationed at Jefferson jirracks, Mo 
Thelr marriage took place August 22 
1848. Comparatively few men have been 
more dire¢tly influenced, or hae been 
indebted for their real success in life 
to their wives than was the late Pres- 
ident Grant. Mrs. Grant went with him 
everywhere, and he acknowledged that 
he owed much to her good judgment 
and counsel. 

When the Civil War broke out Mrs. 
Grant urged her husband to get a 
command. Discerning his great sol- 
dierly qualities, she predicted for him 
the career which he ¢o nobly uccom- 
plished. The hardships of war did not 
pass lightly over Mrs. Grant. who ar 
times shared with her soldfer husbanca 
such scanty comforts a5 war camp 
can supply. yet in peace or in war, In 
White House or on the farm, Mrs. 
Grant declared she was “always happy 
and “enjoyed it all.” After the general's 
death, Congress passed a-hill giving 
his widow a pension of $5900 a year, 
upon which she has chiefly subsisted 
since that time, 

Mrs. Grant first visited California in 
September, 1879; when she and the ex- 
President returned from their trip 
around the world. Fourteen years later 
she went to Santa Barbara for the win- 
ter, but spent most of lier time in this 
city. Since then she has made several 
visits to her sons at San Diego, where 
they made their home in 1594. 

Mrs. Grant received from the gereral’. 
memoirs $400,000, but most of this 
money she had to spend in paying rela- 
tives who had invested funds with the 
firni of Grant & Ward. She saved 
enough out of it, however, to lift the 
mortgage on her New York house, 
which she afterward sold, and bought 
the residence of Senator Edmunds in 
Washington. There she lived for mang 
years, with all the memorials of he 
happy married life about her. 

Mrs. Grant wrote much in the last 
ten years about her life and her fa- 
mous husband. She gave the best in- 
sight into the general's characier, 
showing that his reticence was often 
due to the annoyance he felt when

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 14,—‘In 
memory of John W. Mackay, I christen 
the Pacific cable.

With these words, Lucille Gage, the 
ll-year-old daughter of Henry T. 
Gage, Governor of California, today 
christened the trans-Pacific cable, and 
breaking a bottle of champagne over 


the shore end, inaugurated § a 
new era in the commercial 
development of the Pacific Coast. 
The landing and splicing of 


the shore end, which #% to connect the 
mainland with Honolulu, was accom- 
plished without hitch of any kind. and 
Was witnessed by thirty or forty 
thousand people. Ideal weather pre- 
vailed, there being scarcely any surf. 
Early this morning, the steamer 
Newsboy, carrying six miles of cable, 
steamed close in shore, and through a 
life-saving bodt’s crew sent a rope, 
to which the cable was attached, 
ashore. Word was sent to President 
Clarence H. Mackay and the Cable 
and Postal Telegraph officiais that all 
was in readiness. The work of hauling 
in the eable was done so expeditiourly 
that the officials arrived on the beach 
only two minutes before the _ cabie, 
which touched the beach and was 
christened at 9:55 o'clock a. m. 
While the cable was being spliced to 
the land end Mayor Schmitz deliv- 
ered 2 short speech, congratulating 
Mackay on the surcessful beginning

It was picked up by 
the cable ship Siivertown. and taken 
aboard. The splicing to the main buoy 
was completed tonight. and the _ Sil- 
vertown headed for Honolulu at a 
seven-knot speed. The first message 
over the cable was sent from shore 
to the Chief Engineer of the Siiver- 
town, congratulating him on the suc- 
cessful landing. Several tests were 
mode as the cable was being paid out 
by the Newsboy, and it was found to 
be in verfect condition. 

-A pertion of the cable Was cut up 
into smal! bits for souvenirs and dis- 
tributed by President Mackay among 
his special guests, estimated at about 
three thoueand. During the ceremony,

WASHINGTON. Dec. 14.- asiue from 
the dispatches from Minister Bowen, 
there were no important developments 
in the Venezuelan situation, so far as 
the State Department is concerned. The

in the matter of the blockade, the 
Secretary has instructed our Ambas- 
sadors at Beriin and London to repre- 
Sent to those governments that the 
United Sintes must not be understood 
as giving this consent to any extension 
of the international right of “peaceful 
blockade.” It is not known that this 
instruction was called forth by an in- 
cident making such representation 
necessary. It was made simply as a 
precautionary measure, and gives the 
attitude of this governinent, should any 
developments arise making its posi- 
tion a matter of importance. 

IN RE ARBITRATION. 

It wa sconfidentliy hoped that before 
this time some answer would have 
_been received from the German and 
British governments to President Cas- 
tro’s request that the claims of those 
governments be submitted to arbitra- 
tion. This request was transmitted 
from Caracas by Minister Bowen dur- 
ing the latter days of last week, and 
in turn was harded to the embassies 
of Germany and Great Fritain at this 
capital. Secretary Hay up to this time 
had not received any reply. 

The visit of President Castro to the 
bedside of the wife of the German 
diplomatic representative at Caracas 
created a good impression here, as it 
did at that place, whereas, the bom- 
bardment of Puerto Cabello made an 
equally unfavorable one. It is re- 
gretted that the commanders of the 
German and British vessels should 
have found it necessary to resort § jo 
such a severe step, as the bombard- 
ment of the city, for an act for which 
satisfaction might have been obtained 
in a more peaceful manner.

There has been no ground for such a 
rumor. and. the presence of the 
Marietta was not requested by Mr. 
Bowen. 

The situation in Caracas continues 
to be critical, and there is intense ex- 
‘citement among the German residents 
of the city. Today the Germans sought 
refuge at the American legation, where 
they were sheltered. Mr. Bowen has 
gotten in quantities of ail kinds of pro- 
visions, to be used for any emergency. 

The enlistment of Venezuelan soldiers 
continues. Two thousand men from 
Caracas and Valencia came in to this 
city Today. The boycotting of English 
and German good# continues. The 
British and German colleges here, 
which were boycotted, have closed 
their doors. The Untversity of Cara- 
cas also is closed. Priests are preach- 
ing for war. It is reported that ninety 
Germans living in the country have 
offered to support the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment against Germany.

The revelation of the terms of the ulti- 
natum does not enhance the existing 
appreciation of the British govern- 
ment's managemen: of the affair.

ILLSBORO ROBBERS 
PURSUED INTO MEXICO. 


DEPUTY SHERIFF STRICKLAND ON 
THEIR SUPPOSED TRAIL. 


Second Posse Organized to Make a 
Hunt for the Three Desperadoes—None 
of the Thirty Thousand Dollars 
Taken From the Cashier of the Bank 
Recovered. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

BISBEE (Ariz.) Dec. 14.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Thursday three unknown 
men robbed the Bank of Hillsboro, N. 
M., securing cash to the amount of 
$30,000. Yesterday afternoon three 
Suspects got off the El Paso and South- 
at Douglas, and were 
pursued into Mexico b her- 
iff Al Strickland. 

The hold-up was one of the most dar- 
ing that has yet occurred in the 
Southwest, and was marked by the 
old-time daring that made frontier life 
a burden to those who had weak 
nerves. The details did not reach this 
city until yesterday afternoon. Hills- 
boro is a thriving cattle center of 
Graham county, N. M. The bank there 
carried an unusyally large amount of 
money on deposit at the time of 
hold-up, which had been deposited 
there the day before by a number of 
cattle opnmers. Three men entered the 
bank, there being only a cashier and 
two other men inside. They com- 
manded .the cashier to dpen the safe, 
and bound the other two men with 
ropes. The cashier, finding himself 
unable to cope with the odds, turned 
over to the robbers the money in the 
vault. 

The three men, one of whom stood 
guard at the door, placed the money in 
sacks which they carried; packed it 
outside to a wagon, which had been 
hitched near by, and left, after warn- 
Ing the cashier they would shoot him 
down if he made an outcry before ivy 
got out of the city. After driving a 
block, the men started the horses on 
a dead run for the mountains, and at 
some point there they abandoned the 
team, after having, it is supposed, 
cached the money, to return later and 
take it away. 

As soon as the cashier recovered 
from the shock, he gave the alarm. A 
posse at once organized and followed 
the robbers several miles, but were 
forced to give up the chase, not being 
able to follow the trail further. They 
returned to the city and organized an- 
other posse, which is now In the 
mountains looking for the man. 

Up to a late hour tonight, nothing 
has been heard from Strickland, who 
is chasing the three suspects.

HE military commission had ful-

and the irons were removed.

CHAINS CAUSED TORTURE. 

Continuing, he says: | 

No sooner Were we upon the gun- 
boat than we were ordered into the 
lower hold of the vessel. It required, 
in our shackled condition, the greatest 
care to safely reach there, owing to 
the limited space. eight inches of chain 
heing allowed between our ankles. 
After leaving the second deck, we were 
forced to descend upon a ladder, whose

All intercourse with the crew was 
prohibited, guards being stationed 
around us, and we were not permitted 
to move without being accompanied by

of fat salt pork, and hardtack. We re- 
mained on deck during the day, closely 
watching, as far as able, the steering 
of the vesse] by the sun, and found we 
were steaming due south. The course 
was unchanged the next day, and I be- 

n to suspect that fatal isle, the Dry 
ortugas, Was our destined home of 
the future.

The Dry Tortugas 
is « smal! isiand isolated in the Gulf 
of Mexico in about 25 deg. north of the 
equator, comprising in all seven and a 


is located sixty-five miles northwest 
from Key West, ninety-five miles 
north from Cuba and about two 
hundred miles directly south from 
Tampa, Fla., this being the nearest con- 
necting point with the mainiand of 
Florida. 

Tpon its limited area was erected a 
huge and massive structure, hexagon 
shaped, of brick and mortar, in an un- 
finished condition, called Fort Jeffer- 
son. When completed, if ever, it would 
mount 480 guns. On the outer side of 
the fort there existed a wide and deep 
moat, to prevent the surging of the 
sea from washing against the main 
structure itself, and intended at the 
same time as a defense against as- 
saulting columns. It is ocean girt on 


reefs and intricate channels of ap- 
proach. 

On our arrival the island was entirely 
destitute of vegetable matter, with the 
exception of some few bushes of small 
growth, and about a dozen cocoanvt 
trees, which had been planted many 
years back by the hand of man. Be- 
yond this there was naught to gaze 
upon inside save the white, glittering 
coral sand, which had a very tnjurious 
effect upon the eyes in many cases, 
causing men to become totally blind 
after dark, a disease known there and 
of frequent gccurrence, termed moon- 

MANY FEDERAL PRISONERS. 


There were upward of six hundred 
Federal prisoners contined there for 
various offenses agzinst military rules 
and laws, who were comp2iled to labor 
daily, from morn till night, upon lim- 
jted and loathsome sustenance. With- 
out exception, it was the most horri- 
ble place the eye of man ever rested 
upon, where day after day the m.sera- 
ble existence was being dragged out, 
intermixed with sickness, bodily suf- 
fering, want and pinching hunger, 
without)\the additional acts of torture 
and inhumanity that soon I became a 
Witness of. 

Around about the fort there were 
several small keys, termed, respect- 
ively, Sand, East, Bird’and Loggerhead 
Keys. Sand Key, very small in area, 
lies in a northeasterly direction, dis- 
tant about half a mile, upon which had 
been erected a hospital for quarantine 
purposes, and to be used in case of 
any epidemic occurring at the fort. 
Every foot of its space is now peopled 
with the dead. many of the bodies hav- 
ing been washed up by the surf of the 
sea, and the hospital building having 
been torn down for the purpose of 
erecting a theater at the post. 

Bird Key. the largest in area, is dis- 
tant about five miles from the Dry 
Tortugas, upon which, in the summer 
season, sea gulls in dense flocks con- 
gregate to deposit their eggs. These 
were gathered by the garrison and 
used for food. East Key lies in a 
southwesterly direction, distant about 
one mile from the fort, and was used 
as a cemetery for the dead. Logger- 
head Key lies northerly, about three 
and one-half miles from the fort, upon 
which is erected a lighthouse of great 
height, used as a guide to ships to 
prevent their running upon the reefy 
beds which abound. 

Those were all the points of land vis- 
ible, all else was the deep and briny 
ocean. I looked long and intently upon 
all the surroundings of the place, and 
asked the question, “Is this, indeed, to 
be my home for life?” 

PLACED IN A CASEMATE. 

When we had returned from our walk 
around the breakwater wali we were 
placed within our dingy casemate for 
the night. The food issued was horrible 


dreadfully from scurvy and chronic 
troubles. The bread was disgusting to 
look upon, being a mixture of four, 
bugs, sticks and dirt. Meat, whose 


taint could be traced by its smell from. 


one part of the fort to the other: ‘n 
fact, rotten, and to such an extent thut 
dogs run from coming in contact with 
it, Was served. No vegetable diet was 
issued of any description, and the cof- 
fee, which’ should have been gvod, as 
good quality was issued, was made 
into a slop by those who had charge of 
the cookhouse. These articles, with 
but little variation, composed the diet 
until the Fifth United States Artillery 
arrived and assumed command. which 
Was in the month of November. 

Up to the above date there was not 
an article of food raised upon the isl- 
und. The meat and flour that hail been 
repeatedly condemned by the inspector, 
the quartermaster still issued, not only 
to prisoners, but, in many instances, to 
the garrison. Our treatment during the 
siay of Col. Hamilton of the One Hun- 
dred and Tenth New York Volunteers 
was a8 good as could be expected un- 
der such circumstances.

In a communication addressed to the 
commanding officer, I requested to be 
returned to my former place of confine- 
ment, for, although a dungeon, it was 
far preferable to the guardhouse where 
TI was then confined: that there were 
ho consequences attending the change 
of situation; thar instead of being an 
amelioration of my condition, I found 
it an aggravation. My request was 
complied with, and I was again. placed 
in the dungeon with my companions, 
which fact had the tendency to ruffle 
the disposition of the post adjutant, by 
whose order I had been placed there 
(without the sanction or knowledge of 
the commanding officer.) as he _ re- 
marked to me afterward, stating that 
he placed me in the guardhouse to pre- 
vent the contents of communications 
received at the office being divulged 
to the inmates of my quarters. 

TOGETHER ONCE MORE. 

From that time out we remained to- 
gether. The orderly accompanied me 
to and fro, from my cell to headquar- 
ters, and to every point I required to 
visit. At retreat, or sundown, we were 
locked together within our dungeon, 
remaining until carried out to our 
morning labors at sunrise. 

With the arrival of the ’Fifth Arti!- 
lery at the post the regulations which 
had been in force were changed, and 
cruelty became the order of the day. 
Not only were prisoners the recipients 
of it, but to a very great extent it 
prevailed over the enlisted men, re- 
cruits just arrived to fill up the differ- 
ent companies, which had been reduced 
through expiration of terms of enlist- 
ment. There was scarceiy a day that 
passed but that ten to fifteen would 
be seen carrying from morning until 
night heavy cannon balis upon their 
shoulders, and often continuing for 
days as well as nighte. 

To fail to salute an officer was a sure 
forerunner of punishment, when, in 
fact, at times it was impossible to dis- 
tinguish them, they not being clad in 
their required untform. The manual 
of arms was drummed into the recruits 
with the butt end of the musket, and 
the different evolutions of the com- 
mand were first learned in the regions 
of the back, legs and breast, the drill- 
ing. officer not being particular as to 
what part of the body the blow was 
giver. Our close proximity to the 
guardhouse afforded every opportunity 
of becoming conversant with the many 
different acts of crue'ty and tyranny 
practiced, which I will hereafter re- 
late. 

DUNGEON WAS FLOODED. 


We remained t our dungeon quar- 
ters until some time in the month of 
February, 18646, at which period our re- 
moval took place, arising from the woe. 
ful condition of the quarters, it becom- 
ing flooded with water to the depth In 
places of one foot, created by the rains 
and leakage through the walls. This 
had been so, more or less, ever since 
our confinement there, but failed to at- 
tract the attention of our jailers until 
it became so plain that their all-seeing 
eyes in all eise could not fail but to 
notice it. The health of each had be- 
come very much impaired from con- 
finement in this malarious dungeon, 
and when it was announced that we 
were to be removed to other quarters 
we heraided the change with joy, feel- 
ing that we would be able to regain our 
health somewhat’ by coming ‘in con- 
tact with the pure, fresh sea breeze. 

In this, however, we were sadly dis- 
appointed. Our quarters were placed 
immediately over the sally port of the 
fort, (he casements so constructed that} 
we obtained less fresh air and ventila- ~ 
tion than in the quarters we had been 
removed from, and to make it more 
confined and unwholesome an eight- 
inch wall was erected between the 
arch division, dividing the casements, 
thereby darkening the quarters and 
breaking off every particle of air from 
the sea. \ 

On the water side, fronting our quar- 
ters, Occasionally a glimpse of the sky 
above could be had, but beyond this— 
nothing. There were three windows, 
measuring 5 feet Ione and 6 inches in 
width, set about two or three feet in 
the wall, distant from the ground floor 
about seven feet. completely breaking 
off all view to the outer world and pre- 
venting the breeze, so necessary to 
health, from being obtained. The wall 
here, as heretofore, was a mass of 


slime, produced from the dampness of 
_ the casemates. 


WATER BAILED OUT. 
Often during our confinement in the 


place buckets were us@¢d to bail out 


the collected water. it having been 


found necessary to dig deep holes and 
gutters to catch the water. thereby pre- 
venting our quariers becoming flooded 
all over. For months—yes, over a 
year—were were quartered in this 
filthy place, having as companions in 
our misery every insect known to 
abound on the island, In the shape of 
mosquitoes, bedbrgesr, roaches and scor- 
pions, by which, beth night and day, 
yeur—were we quartered in this 
we were tormented. Qur limbs were 
drawn in different shapes by rheuma- 
tiem contracted from the dampness, 
but, though a wreck, my iron constitu- 
tion outlived it all.

Visitors and Members. 


Pastoc and Flock Stumped by 


Unusual “Problem. 


Restrictions to Admission Op-

Crowds massed the sidewalks and en- 
trances to the First Methodist Church 
last night, an hour or more before the 
doors opened, to such an — that 
pedestrians were reguired fo step into 
the street in order to get by.
